A flOO-kV power transmission 
line has been put into operation 
between the Stavropol Thermal 
Power Station and the ''Central" 
subalslion in lha Apshefon Pe- 
ninsula in the Krasnodar Terri- 
tory, This line will ensure relia- 
ble elcctriclly supplies lo tlie in- 
dustrial centres and agricultural 
areas off the Black Sea coast.

After the exhibition concert ol the 
prize winnori) al Plccola Sceln, the Italian press, 
especially "Corilora della Sera" wrote: "We 
would like to mention In particular the basso 
ol Paata Buicliuiadze, the alnger wito has a bril- 
liant tuUire. We are looking forward to meeting 
him once again".
